REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 is allowed 
over the prior art of record. Current invention teaches a safety switch of a screwdriver having 
push rod comprising of a roller installed between one end of a resisting unit and a push end of a 
valve rod. Actuating a safety rod causes the resisting unit to prevent roller movement and causes 
the roller to push against the pushed end of the valve rod the trigger the screwdriver device. 
Similarly, not actuating the safety rod causes free rolling of the roller. Thus, preventing trigger 
activation. Such claimed safety switch, in combination with the claimed limitations of claim 1, 
are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art.
